When a senator or congressman 


attacks "delegated authority" 
as 


something that is undermining pop 
tfe.!.' government in-America you 
may tnink he is using an abstract 
term, but what it means is under 
stood easily enough. 


For instance, the overnight news 


from Washington has a congress- 
man criticizing the government for 
continuing to operate 45 fedora! 
corporations which control some.30 
billions of dollars in cash and 
credit. The congressman concludes 
with a warning against this "alarm- 
ing expansion of the powers of gov- 
ernment vitally affecting 
private

What we are concerned wilh now 


is the prompt liquidation of the 
war-time corporations and a clear 
dj^inition of the fields to which 
the remaining 
government com 


panies shall be confined. 


Originally these various 
works 


had to be incorporated, for two 
reasons: (1) They represented con- 
tinuous manufacturing or distribut- 
ing operations which had lo have 
permanent staffs, and (2) they had 
to be prolecled against the polit- 
ical horse-trading which is inherent 
in all businesses administered di- 
rectly by tho congress.

Henry A. Wallace says he is "sick 


of having the Communists get the 
credit for every constructive pro- 
posal made by Amercian progres- 
sives." That seems 
a little un- 


gracious of him. For, just two days 
before he made this statement in a 
speech at Cornell University, 
a 


prominent Communist tossed 
a 


large bouquet of credit to Mr. Wal- 
lace. And Mr. Wallace, by his own 
admission, is one of 
America's 


progressives. 


The Communist was William Z. 


Foster, national chairman of the 
party. He told a New York audi- 
ence that "the top labor leader- 
ship in this country should learn 
a few facts of political life from 
the speeches of Henry Wallace. 
Mr. Wallace is making a states- 
manlike record by so clearly 
and 


valiantly pointing out to labor and 
the American people the fatal ob- 
jectives to which American policy 
jr leading." 
Foster paid Mr. Wallace the 


further compliment of borrowing 
some of his ideas and words in 
discussing that policy. Mr. Foster 
talked of "Wall Street imperial- 
ism" and "reactionary capitalism," 
just as Mr. Wallace does. He spoke 
of "reactionary imperialists 
who 


are now dictating the American 
foreign policy, a policy which can 
lead only to economic, political and 
moral disaster."

When a senator or congressman 


attacks "delegated authority" 
as 


something that is undermining pop 
tfe.!.' government in-America you 
may tnink he is using an abstract 
term, but what it means is under 
stood easily enough. 


For instance, the overnight news 


from Washington has a congress- 
man criticizing the government for 
continuing to operate 45 fedora! 
corporations which control some.30 
billions of dollars in cash and 
credit. The congressman concludes 
with a warning against this "alarm- 
ing expansion of the powers of gov- 
ernment vitally affecting 
private

rectly by tho congress. Therefore 
the government corporations were 
s'jy up through the executive depart- 
ment as a "thing apart from pop- 
ular government. This was "dele- 
gated authority"—delegated by ths 
legislative branch lo the executive 
branch, mainly for the war emer- 
gency. 


But now that 'the emergency 
has more 
or loss passed there

these delegated powers by the con- 
gress—for anything using federal 
funds and employes and not respon- 
sible to the duly elected reprc- 
rnifilalives of Ihe people is inher- 
ently dangerous to our form of gov- 
ernment.

When a senator or congressman 


attacks "delegated authority" 
as 


something that is undermining pop 
tfe.!.' government in-America you 
may tnink he is using an abstract 
term, but what it means is under 
stood easily enough. 


For instance, the overnight news 


from Washington has a congress- 
man criticizing the government for 
continuing to operate 45 fedora! 
corporations which control some.30 
billions of dollars in cash and 
credit. The congressman concludes 
with a warning against this "alarm- 
ing expansion of the powers of gov- 
ernment vitally affecting 
private

is the prompt liquidation of the 
war-time corporations and a clear

Originally these various

reasons: (1) They represented con- 
tinuous manufacturing or distribut- 
ing operations which had lo have 
permanent staffs, and (2) they had 
to be prolecled against the polit- 
ical horse-trading which is inherent 
in all businesses administered di- 
rectly by tho congress.

H. Washburn 


Delegated Authority 


a Long Phrase for 


a Common Danger 


When a senator or congressman 


attacks "delegated authority" 
as 


something that is undermining pop 
tfe.!.' government in-America you 
may tnink he is using an abstract 
term, but what it means is under 
stood easily enough. 


For instance, the overnight news 


from Washington has a congress- 
man criticizing the government for 
continuing to operate 45 fedora! 
corporations which control some.30 
billions of dollars in cash and 
credit. The congressman concludes 
with a warning against this "alarm- 
ing expansion of the powers of gov- 
ernment vitally affecting 
private 


' 


Star 
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It was 
"delegated authority" 


•which permitted Ihese 45 corpora- 
tions to be set up with federal 
money and personnel. Mosl of them, 
of course, 
were established 
be- 


cause-of the war; olhers, like the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, repre- 
sent long-time economic ventures 
which the people as a whole en- 
dorse. 


What we are concerned wilh now 


is the prompt liquidation of the 
war-time corporations and a clear 
dj^inition of the fields to which 
the remaining 
government com 


panies shall be confined. 


Originally these various 
works 


had to be incorporated, for two 
reasons: (1) They represented con- 
tinuous manufacturing or distribut- 
ing operations which had lo have 
permanent staffs, and (2) they had 
to be prolecled against the polit- 
ical horse-trading which is inherent 
in all businesses administered di- 
rectly by tho congress. Therefore 
the government corporations were 
s'jy up through the executive depart- 
ment as a "thing apart from pop- 
ular government. This was "dele- 
gated authority"—delegated by ths 
legislative branch lo the executive 
branch, mainly for the war emer- 
gency. 


But now that 'the emergency 
has more 
or loss passed there 


should be a swift recapture 
of 
these delegated powers by the con- 
gress—for anything using federal 
funds and employes and not respon- 
sible to the duly elected reprc- 
rnifilalives of Ihe people is inher- 
ently dangerous to our form of gov- 
ernment. 


You know why instantly. Private 


business is familiar with the exam- 
ple of an employe who is entrusted 
with a certain job. He delegates it 
to someone 'else. First thing you 
know the job isn't done, but no one 
appears responsible—and all 
is 


confusion. 
That's where business 
breaks down.
